Dear Mr. Newman, 

David Schenkman suggested that I write you with regard to a matter of interest, about which I need first 
to provide some background. 

I have been working on a new catalog of sales tax tokens since 1985. Tim Davenport, until recently our 
Secretary-Treasurer, has been collaborating by writing historical reviews for each of the states being 
cataloged, and I am doing all the technical content. The catalog is now in the tenth draft, which is just 
about the final. I have been negotiating with David and through him with Paul Cunningham, and they 
are going to publish the catalog in hardcover. Since the technical drafting is about to come to an end, 
I have been collecting and organizing for photography the many tokens needed for illustrations. There 
will be about 1 100 illustrations, in a catalog of about 400 pages. David will be doing the photographic 
work, sometime within the next two or three months. 

Incident to a recent telephone conversation with him, David mentioned that he had received from you a 
number of pictures of counterstamps on the reverse of the Missouri milktops. He has sent me the 
photocopies you had sent him, and that is the reason I am writing. 

I am enclosing several pages of illustrations from the catalog draft. Most of them are from Missouri, 
although I am enclosing also some from Michigan. As you will quickly see, you sent to David some 
illustrations of at least a dozen and a half Missouri counterstamps of which we have been completely 
unaware. I note your handwritten comment that there are others also. It has been my suspicion for some 
time that the nature of these things made the existence of many more to be almost certain; I just haven’t 
known where to look. Now David has opened the door. 

What I am interested in exploring is the possibility of borrowing from you at least all the Missouri 
milktop counterstamps that you may have in your collection. Although I have illustrations of some of 
those we know about, these are almost all pictures of pictures that I have managed to accumulate, and 
are not the source itself. It is for that reason, as well as all the "previously unknowns" that you have, 
that I would like to borrow all that you have. Assuming that you will loan them for this purpose, I will 
have to reorganize that section of the Missouri chapter, and then send them along with everything else 
down to David (about 60 miles south from Annandale, Virginia) for photography. When he, Paul, and 
I are satisfied with the pictures we have obtained, your tokens will be returned. 

Although my primary interest is in the Missouri counterstamps because they are the ones of which I am 
now aware, I would be interested in counterstamps you may have from other states on the backs of 
cardboard sales tax tokens. The Michigan extract is illustrative. In addition, both Washington and 


Illinois local business organizations and businesses issued cardboard sales tax tokens temporarily, and I 
would be interested in borrowing any of those you may have to verify the cataloging already 
accomplished and to correct and add as found necessary. This interest is not limited to any counterstamps 
that may exist, but rather is in the tokens themselves. 

If you wish to discuss this further, I am available at (703) 256-1956. Obviously, you can check on me 
with David, and I would also refer you to Bob Leonard of the Chicago Coin Club and Ken Hallenbeck 
of ANA.

Some months ago you loaned me over 100 of your MO cardboard sales tax tokens that had counterstamps 
printed on the reverse. They were photographed for inclusion in a forthcoming catalog of sales tax tokens, 
to be published by Jade House. 

I recently sent the manuscript to Paul Cunningham for pasteup of pictures, printing, marketing, and 
distribution. Now I am ready to begin on some supplemental projects. 

One of the projects is to provide a catalog of the MO handwritten counterstamps. Other than providing 
a list of those that have been reported, the Jade House catalog will not include them.

home and have disappeared. There has been a rumor that there were actually more than the two 
specimens of each token, but there is no evidence to this effect. 

There is a body of opinion that these gold tokens may have been gold-plated or an alloy of some 
modest fineness (e.g., 10 carat), rather than solid gold, inasmuch as the holding of gold was illegal at 
the time for all but very rare exceptions of which these tokens would not have been one. However, Bates 
himself reported the token to be gold and gave a weight for it that could hardly have been an aluminum 
or zinc token with gold plating. An alloy with silver probably would not have weighed enough if it were 
within the legal limits for holding gold. Until the tokens in the Bates estate can be located and tested 
non-destructively, the actual content of these tokens will remain uncertain.

The two following five mill patterns differ from the Scovill pattern of P16, which was the pattern 
used for the circulated zinc tokens. Aside from denomination, they are similar to the one mill zinc tokens 
manufactured by both Scovill and Osborne. It is known that Osborne made brass tokens for several other 
states. Although the map is plain like the Scovill tokens, it is likely that thes two were manufactured by 
the Osborne Register Company in competing for the contract for the five mill tokens.

The cataloging of State Issues continues with MO-S2 on page 156. 
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The appearance of cardboard tokens with a blank reverse, in the large quantity necessary for use 
across the entire state in the collection of the sales tax, provided a ready-made opportunity for merchants, 
hobbyists, and anyone else who wanted to do so, to apply a counterstamp for advertising or other 
purposes. Many of these counterstamps have been reported, but it is highly probably that there are others 
yet to be reported or discovered. 

Some of the counterstamps were listed by Tom McMann in A 11$ Newsletter , Vol. 7 No. 2 &3, 
May-August 1977. Several others have been reported subsequently. There are basically two groupings 
of these counterstamps. The first grouping consists of those that are believed to have originated at the 
time the sales tax tokens were in use; they are mostly advertisements for businesses or other 
organizations, or are political statements of some type. The other grouping. Souvenir Counterstamps, 
consists of those that were prepared at some later time as personal tokens, membership tokens, or for 
other purposes. This catalog divides the counterstamps into these two groupings. Those assigned to the 
first group are listed as counterstamps immediately following the token on which they appeared. The 
others are listed separately in a later section of the chapter. 

It is obviously quite simple to prepare a handwritten counterstamp— the basic requirement is to 
have a token and a pencil. A considerable number of the Missouri counterstamps and souvenir 
counterstamps are handwritten. Because it is so easy to prepare a graffito counterstamp or even to 
"counterfeit" some of the legitimate early handwritten counterstamps, none of them are assigned catalog 
numbers. However, a listing and a few photographs are provided to assist collectors interested in 
pursuing these pieces. ATI$ Newsletter 75, October-December 1991, provides some additional 
information and pictures. 

Photographs of the counterstamps have been provided if there has been a source available for the 
purpose, and if the counterstamp could be reproduced photographically. In the case of pieces for which 
no picture is provided, there may be an error in the catalog description because some of the descriptions 
were taken from secondary sources and have not been verified by sighting the tokens themselves. 

With a few exceptions, there is no information about how many of the early counterstamps might 
have been produced, although there may be some basis for an estimate of how many remain in existence. 
Where there is some basis for an estimate, it is provided. For a few of the later souvenir counterstamps, 
however, there is better information about production and the rarity indication is based upon that 
information. 


Political Counterstamps 


The several counterstamps which follow are of a political nature, protesting the sales tax in some 
way. The sources of these counterstamps are unknown.
